Why so many special collections?

The collection for the response to Winter Storm Atlas was on Dec. 15" and 
people gave $3,252.00. Two weeks later was the collection for Typhoon Haiyan 
with $520 in donations. Collections like that are unpredictable. They are 
responses to disasters. Thanks to all who were so generous for these 
collections. 

Last weekend we took up a collection for the Church in Latin America. 
This was the first time that our diocese has advertised this collection so many of 
you may be wondering about it. Collections such as this are approved by the 
U.S. Conference of Catholic Bishops (USCCB). When the USCCB decides to 
take up a national collection it is because of a high level of need. There are so 
many needs in the universal Church. And the collections are one clear way of 
helping us know what those needs are. 

In the past our diocese has not taken up all of the collections on this list. 
However, Bishop Gruss decided that we should publicize every collection so that 
the people in the pews have an opportunity to give if they would like. You are not 
forced to give to each and every collection. Rather, they are presented to you as 
opportunities to learn about the needs of the universal Church and to respond 
according to your means. Our response to the collections is an expression of our 
solidarity with our brothers and sisters in Christ throughout the world. The list is 
published below so that you might plan your giving according to your own 
personal plan for giving annually.

The meaning 
of the sign demands that . . . [it] truly have the 
appearance of food” (General Instruction for the Roman 
Missal, 320). In keeping with this directive, our parish 
uses freshly baked unleavened bread made only from 
wheat.
